THE CUBAN REVOLUTION. 
Particulars from Havana Up to a 
Late Hour Last Night. 


By" Telegraph to The Times. 
| NEW YORK, Feb. 28.—(Spectal Dia- 
A cable dispatch to the Herald 
from Havana says: 

“Representatives of the Cuban Autono- 
mist party had a prolonged conference with 
the Governor-General. Lagrec, pro-autono- 
mist, headed the delegation. 

‘The conference lasted for several hours, 
and at its conclusion a member of the 
‘board of directors left for Manzanillo as 
bearer of an important mission committed 
to him by the Governor-General. 

“Another battalion of government troops 
left Havana today for the East. A de- 
tachment of 100 soldiers is expected to ar- 
| rive soon from Porto Rico. 

“All workmen have abandoned the planta- 
tions in many provinces, and soldiers have 
taken possession of them to prevent de- 
struction. 

“It is also reported that Guillemon, an 
. Insurrectionary chief, has assumed com- 
mand of one party. of the insurgents. 
Amadro Guerrera, it is reported, leads an- 
other band of insurgents toward the moun- 
tains, and is recruiting men on the way. 

Many ehcounters are near 
Guantananmo end Jaguer de Cuba, in 
“| which the rebels were defeated and dis- 
persed, with the loss of horses and arms. 
A band under Manero was also beaten. 
‘None of the government troops were 
wounded. The civil governors of Man- 
tanzas and Santiago de Cuba have re- 
signed their authority into the hands of 
the military commanders. Peace is not 
disturbed on the rest of the island.“ 

EXCITED CUBANS. 
TAMPA (Fla.,) Feb. 28.—The arrival of 
the steamer Mazcotte from Havana late 
tonight threw the Cuban population here 
into great excitement.

WATERS S DIVERTED 


Cause Great Distress to People in 
Mexico. « 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 28.—Charles E. 
Weshe, Acting United States Consul at Paso 
del Norte, Mexico, has told in a pathetic 
way through a report to the State De- 
partment the suffering of the people of 
that section through the drought brought 
on by the diversion of the waters of the 
Rio Grande by the agriculturists of Colo- 
rado and New Mexico. 

He recalls the fact that Mexico by 
treaty consented to an equal share with 
the United States of the waters of this 
river, and shows how a vast tract of 
Mexican land which formerly produced 
great crops, is now barren e result 
of the operations of irri on companies 
in the upper river and tributaries in Colo- 
rado and New Mexico. 

Attention is called to the recommenda- 
tion of President Cleveland that a ‘‘mixed 
commission be created with power to build 
a great reservcir at Paso del Norte to 
store the winter flood waters for use in 
irrigating lands on the lower river, which 
for ten years have been made dry every 
summer.’

His Colored Readers Threaten Him 


with a Libel Suit.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 28.—A case now 
being tried in the Criminal Court, in 
which C. H. J. Taylor the colored Re- 
corder of Deeds for the District of Colum- 
bia, charges William Celvin Chase, the 
editor of the Bee, a weekly publication, 
read chiefly by the colored population of 
this city, with criminal libel, has brought 
out considerable sensational testimony.

Capitalists and those wlio negotiate loans 
are watching with much interest the 
chances of the bill for the abolition of 
the tax on mortgages, which has passed 
the Legislature and is now in the hands 
of the Governor. It is generally admitted 


that this law, which was introduced in 


the new Constitution of the State during 
the Denis Kearney excitement, has en- 
tirely failed of the object for which it 
was created, but, on the contrary, has 
worked in the opposite direction, tending 
to make money dearer instead of cheaper. 
A San Francisco real estate man expresses 
Call: 

“Banks loan money at 7 per cent., but 
get only from 5 to 5% per cent. net. If 
there were no such thing as mortgage 
taxation no doubt money could be bor- 


} Towed at 5 per cent. Foreign money is 


very shy of loans in California on that 
account. In the first place the rate of 
interest is uncertain in different counties. 
Some county may conclude to build a 
schoolhouse or make another public im- 


provement and next year the rate of in- 
terest is unusually light in that county. 
If a man is loaning money he takes the 
highest possible tax rate and adds that to 
the highest net interest he can get. The 
result is that the borrower pays the very 
highest rate of interest. 

I'm satisfied if the mortgage tax was 
abolished the savings banks of this city 
would lend money at 6 per cent. We 
could then induce foreign capital to com- 
pete with local capital, in which case 
rates would be still further reduced and 
building enterprises and real estate in 
| general would be stimulated.“ 


In a general way 1 people of Caltfornia 
have an idea that the fruit industry has 
grown immensely during the past few 
years, but few of them have any definite 
conception of the actual amount of the in- 
increase. This is strikingly shown in the 
simple statement of the shipments of 
green fruit to the East from California in 
1878 and twenty years later, in 1893. It 
is as follows: . 

1893, pounds. 140,040, 480 

The shipments of green fruit for 1893 
thus amounted to 74,520 tons, or, at 10 
tons to the car, 7452 carloads, or, at 20 
cars to the train, 372 trainloads, which is 
more than a trainload for every day of 
the Fear. This was only green fruit, not 
including dried or canned fruit or veg- 
etables. At a similar rate of progress the 
shipments of green fruit from California 
to the East in 1913 should amount to 19,000 
trainloads, or over 50 trainloads a day for 
every day in the year, including Sundays. 
These figures are staggering ones, but 
when the vast increase in acreage of or- 
chard is considered, as well as the in- 
creased bearing capacity of existing or- 
chards, they will be found to be not so 
wild as they appear at first sight. 

The question of marketing the rapidly- 
increasing fruit crop of the State grows 
in importance from year to year, and with 
this is closely allied the question of cheap 
transportation. Before the year 1913 the 
Niearagua Canal will probably solve the 
latter question.

TO ABOLISH THE GRAND JURY. 

There is quite a growing feeling 
among the public that the average 


grand jury is a good deal of a farce, 
and a very expensive farce at that. 


Whenever ‘by some unexpected and | 


fortuitous combination of unforseen | 
circumstances a grand jury finds some- 
thing definite against a wrong-doer 
who has any influence or pull, some 
means are found to declare the grand 
jury illegally constituted and the ex- 
pense and labor have all been in vain. 
There is a bill pending before the 
South Dakota Legislature to abolish 
the grand jury, except in cases where 
the court shall direct one to be called. 
This seems to be a measure in the in- 
terest of reform. The expense of a 
grand jury is heavy without any ade- 
quate return for the money, and with 


this institution abolished the processes 


before trial in the criminal courts 
might be plified and made more 
efficient. e county or district at- 
torney is practically the grand jury. 
He calls what witnesses he wants; di- 
rects when to find true bills; the evi- 
dence is gone over hurriedly and is 


but meager at best, thus preventing |. 


a fair consideration of the case. A 
large proportion of the jury’s time is 
also occupied by the consideration of 
petty jail cases—cases where the al- 
leged offender has been ordered to jail 
at a preliminary examination upon 
evidence presumably strong enough to 
convict, but the nature of the crime is 
such that it is beyond the jurisdiction 
of the inferior court. 

Michigan has abolished the grand 
jury entirely and the workings of the 
new law are satisfactory. The magis- 
trate either binds the criminal over to 
the higher court or fixes the punish- 
ment. The ends of justice are sub- 
served at a saving of time and money 
and that impediment to business, the 
grand jury, no longer exists. 


The libel bill now before the State 
Legislature provides that a newspaper 
may publish, without liability for libel, 
a report of a complaint sworn to before 
a proper official. The justice of such a 
law seems too obvious for serious op- 
position. When an action is begun in 
the courts the allegations submitted 
under oath become public property, 
for the proceedings of courts are open 
to the public and it is right that they 
should be so. If a person is falsely 
accused the courts afford him an op 
portunity to prove his innocence, and 
the newspapers are at all times ready 
to give full publicity to the proofs of 
innocence. There is nothing to be 
gained by star-chamber secrecy in such 
cases, while publicity is very likely to 
aid in bringing out all the facts, and 
thus in forwarding the ends of justice. 
The bill is a good oné and ought to 
become a law. It would in nowise 
serve to lessen the liability of sensa- 
tion-mongering sheets which libel pri- 
vate character from malicious and vul- 
gar motives. But it would protect re- 
spectable journals, which display le- 
gitimate enterprise in publishing le. 
gitimate news, against malicious suits 
for libel. 


The Tulare Register advocates an ex- 
tension of the statutory legislative 
session to 100 days, in lieu of the 
present sixty days. The idea is not 
calculated to be popular and can hardly 
be sustained by valid arguments. Sixty 
days is a sufficiently long time for 
the regular biennial sessions if the 
members of both houses would attend 
strictly to business and not fritter 
away their time in needless adjourn- 
ments and dilatory proceedings.

Poultry Experiment Stations. 
John ©, Stedman; a Los Angeles pouk 
try breeder, writes to The Times as fol- 
lows in regard to a bill which has been 
introduced at Saeramento for the estab- 
lishment of poultry experiment stations 
im California.

The Bicycle and Dress Reform. 


If women ride they must, when riding, 
dress more rationally than théy have been 
wont to do; if they do this many prejudices 
as to what they may be allowed to wear 
will melt away.

THE-REVENUE-CUTTER SERVICE 


to Officers. 

SAN DIEGO, Feb. 28.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.) The recent discussion of the 
revenue-cutter service in the House of 
Representatives touched upon a most im- 
portant ‘matter of simple justice to rev- 
enue-cutter officers. n W. W. 
Bowers of this district made an able argu- 
ment in favor of placing faithful revenue- 
cutter officers, who become incapacitated 
for active duty by reason of age or phys- 
ical disability, upon waiting orders, out 
of the line of promotion, and other officers 
promoted to their places. At present no pro- 
vision is made for these officers upon their 
retirement from a service acknowledged to 
be more hazardous and arduous than that 
required of officers of the navy. Why | 
cutter officers should not be entitled to as 
much consideration as naval officers upon 
their retirement is not clear to those giv- 
ing the matter disinterested consideration. 
Congressman Bowers emphasized the fact 
that revenue-cutter officers have much less 
leisure than naval officers, and for more 
work get less pay. There are ‘thirty-seven 
vessels in the revenue-cutter service, six 
of which are on this Coast. There are 
211 officers in this service. Yet these ves- 
sels have sailed more miles in the 
sea than have all the vessels of the en- 
tire United States navy, manned by 1674 
Officers. Says Mr. Bowers: A man dis- 
abled in the line of duty in the army or 
navy is placed upon the retired Hist. 
Here we have a chaplain who has per- 
formed the arduous duty of that position 
for seven years placed on the retired list, 
because, forsooth, he has reached a cer- 
tain age. But the captain who has been 
im the revenue service for sixty-three 
years, and is now 94 years of age, having 
been in active service for over forty years, 
cannot be put upon that list, but must be 
kept on waiting orders while some lieu- 
tenant is performing a captain’s duty. 
The officers that has been utterly disabled 
im this service for life cannot be retired. 
What shall we do with such officers? Dis- 
charge them? Turn them off in their old 
age and helplessness? Common humanity 
forbids that. Why not apply sound, com- 
mon-sense rules to this service as we do 
to the army and navy? If the retired list 
is necessary and proper for one to secure 
efficiency, the same necessity exists for 
extendimg it to the revenue marine serv- 


ice.”

| ALMOST A TRAGEDY. 
A Negro Shoots at His Wife’s Lover 
in the Presence of Two Officers. 
The Buena Vista House on New High 
street was the scene of an exciting (nci- 
dent early this morning which resulted in 
Richard Pierce, a carpenter, being locked 
up in the City Prison charged with an as- 
sault to murder. His wife Sarah and 
George Sneed are also in jail charged with 
adultery. All of the parties are negroes. 
Pierce, upon discovering the intimacy 
between his wife and Sneed, armed him- 
self with a bulldog revolver and a razor, 


and, accompanied by Officers ‘Fay and Lee, 
went to the house to confirm his suspi- 


cions. 

When the woman opened the door Sneed 
attempted to climb out through a window, 
but Officer Lee drove him back and 
Fay met him at the door. Before the offi- 
cers could prevent it, Pierce, after cure- 
ung the woman, drew his pistol and fired 
two shots at her paramour.

THAT BROADWAY BOOM. 

No important transactions on Broadway 
have been reported during the week. The 
fact is that the predictions which have been 
made in this column during the past few 
weeks are coming true. Owners of prop- 
erty on Broadway have been advancing 
their figures so rapidly that investors and 
speculators are being driven off to Spring 
and other streets. A couple of weeks ago 
aman who has a piece of property on 
Broadway in the neighborhood of Sixth 
street put it into the hands of a real 
estate agent to sell at the price of $350 
per foot. The agent worked hard for ten 
days and at length found a purchaser. On 
going to the owner the latter informed 
him that he had raised his price to $100 
a foot. Of course the trade was off. This 
is a very good way to check progress cn 
a street. Of course, if a property-owner 
does not care to sell it is all right. Prop- 
erty on Broadway is as good a thing to 
„have in the family“ as can be thought of. 
If, however, a person really wishes to dis- 
pose of his property it is foolish to Jump 
prices in this manner. The probability 
is that the highest point in Broadway prop- 
erty has been touched for at least a year, 
and those who want to sell would do well 
to accept a good offer when they get one. 

At prevailing prices other streets such 
as Spring, Main and Hill, offer greater in- 
ducements to the judicious investor than 
South Broadway. Undoubtedly the best of 
all investments in inside business prop- 
erty today is on North Broadway, between 
First and Temple. The Times has fre- 
quently called attention to the opening for 
investment in this direction. Any one 
who buys frontage on North Broadway at

THE REAL ESTATE BUSINESS. 

The reference which was made above to 
a case in which a real estate agent wasted 
ten days of his time because the owner 
ef a piece of property went back on his 
word, emphasizes the fact that there is 
a crying demand for some organization 
among the dealers in dirt.“ A prominent 
agent was saying the other day that the 
Los Angeles real estate dealers, although 
they number in their ranks men of ability 
and high character and transact business 
amounting to millions of dollars every 
year, are really not much more highly re- 
, garded, as a class, than a lot of curb- 
* stone brokers and fakirs. This was pretty 
strong language, and perhaps a trifle ex- 
aggerated, but it expresses the germ of a 
truth. The reason for this is that the deal- 
ers have no organization and there are no 
rules to govern trade in real estate or 
to control the relations which should pre- 
vail between buyers, sellers and dealers. A 
real estate agent is just a real estate agent, 
in the eyes of the general public, whether 
he carries his office in his hat and con- 
fines his business chiefly to finding out 
what other people are doing and then get- 
ting a percentage on the commission under 
threats of breaking up the trade, or 
whether he pays big office rent, salaries, 
advertising and other expenses and does 
a business amounting to a million dollars 
a year. That there is much need for an 
organization among the real estate dealers 
has been acknowledged for years, and sev- 
eral attempts have been made to establish 
a real estate exchange, all of which have

RIOUS TROUBLE. 


Two of the Participants Surrendered 
to the Authorities by Their 
Father but the Third 
Has Escaped. 


William and Raymond Fitzpatrick of 
Pasadena delivered themselves up to Chief 
Glass yesterday morning on a charge of 
murder, the result of a fight they had 
there about a week ago, from the effects of 
which Elmer Newton died on Wednesday. 

On Tuesday, February 19 last, the two 
boys, accompanied by Andrew Park, fore- 
man of the workmen engaged on a build- 
ing which Contractor W. F. Fitzpatrick 
is erecting in Pasadena, stopped at a 
saloon on Bast Colorado street to cool off 
after a spin. on their bicycles. 

After considerable liquor had been con- 
sumed Newton and a man named Harring- 
ton, for whom he worked, entered and a 
quarrel ensued. Newton made use of abu- 
sive language toward the others and when 
Harrington joined him, a free fight re- 
sulted. During the melee one of the three 
stabbed Harrington in the back, but when 
they turned their attention to Newton, he 
mounted one of their Ulcycles and rode for 
assistance. When he returned the Fitzpat- 
ricks and Park had fied, but Newton was 
lying on the floor in a pool of blood. 

Newton was taken home and his injuries 
attended to, but just as.he began to im- 
prove and recover from his wounds, he 
arose from his bed and, falling acciden- 
tally, reopened a cut in his temple and 
bled to death, before the hemorrhage could 
be stopped. , 

Park has disappeared and as he is not 
known very well, probably has made good 
his escape. Deputy Sheriff Martin Aguirre 
lodged the Fitzpatricks in the County Jail, 
where they await their examination.

Some Facts About the Friends“ not 
Genérally Known. 
{From aS Contributor.) 

The mistaken ae eéems prevalent that 
the so-called “Quakers” are an extinct 
people who only live in the pages of our 
school histories. The truth is their enemies 
are becoming the “extinct” people, and 


they are at last allowed their quiet place in. N 


in the world without being vexed by 
either persecution or flattery. 

Preceding the Methodist Ppiscopal 
church by half a century, their pioneer 
work of real revival was met by a fierce 
spirit of opposition. Their meetings for 
worship were molested by violent mobs. 
It required a courageous spirit to preach 
under such circumstances ami while the 
brave, gentle men and women da 


do ft, it was often with a trembling voice. 


And not only with fear, but with mighty 
earnestness they quaked and trembled 
when faithfully delivering their message 
of free salvation to a ti burdened peo- 
ple. Their earnestness and sense of God's 
presence was felt by their large audiences, 
and together they made for themselves the 
derisive nickname of Quakers.“ Though 
the name is not one of theif own choos- 
ing, in this day many feel proud of their 
hereditary connection and rightful heirship 
to this homely nickname, since their an- 
cestors bore the taunt so bravely from 

But the name of their society is the 
same as when organized 250 years ago, 
„Friends.“ The name was chosen from 
the Bible sentence: “Ye are my friends 
if ye do whatsoever I command you. 
There is a philosophy of their history, as 
of all history, end many points of public 
interest to be known of this religious or- 
ganization, which with the Methodist, 
Baptist. and other Congregational societies, 
now takes its proper place as a church. 
Anyone visiting its religious services to- 
day can see but little difference from tbat 
of other denominations, though so short 
a time as twenty years ago it held much 
of its primitive form without its original 
life or revival spirit. There are still con- 
servative branches of the society as there 
are of all other demominations. Among 
the. Friends the conservatives. do not 
adopt the name of church. Their an- 
nouncewents, if made public, are made a: 
“Friemds’ meetings, not as ‘Friends’ 
church.“ 

After years of hard fidelity to principle 
and when the Methodist Episcopal So- 
ciety was established to carry on the re- 
vival work which was 
without severe persecution, the storm of 
opposition having 
quietness seemed to lull the Friends to 
sleep. At least they rested on their cars 
and enjoyed their well-established ‘church 
boundaries for years without effort to 
widen them. Because of their faithful- 
ness to principle and their gentleness and 
quietness and “plainness of dress and 
Speech,“ ‘they were scafdalously lam- 
pooned in prose and poetry, so that to 
meet them in real life and as real char- 
acters one is disappointed to find them 
human.

Brother Elwood Scott 
of Oregon will begin a series of meetings 
Sabbath evening.

_ Roads Convention. 

(Riverside Enterprise:) The Good Roads 
Convention which recently closed its ses- 
sion at Sacramento, has rendered practical 
service to the people of the entire State 
by calilng attention to many very desir- 
able methods which may be employed to 
secure better thoroughfares. The conven- 
tion adopted the report of the Committee 
on Wide Tires, recommending that a law 
be passed that all vehicles of a carrying 
capacity of 2000 to 5000 pounds should have 
tires not less than three and one-half 
inches in width, and wagons of a carrying 
capacity of 3000 to 5000 pounds should 
have tires not less than four inches in 
width, and an additional width of half an 
inch for 2000 pounds additional carrying 
capacity, six inches being the maximum 
width required. 

The committee urged that a 
law embodying these provisions be enacted 
at onee by the Legislature. It is doubt- 
ful whether the desired legislation can be 
had at this session, but there seems no 
reason why counties should not take ac- 
tion. Riverside county has shown itself 
alive to the importance of this subject, 
the Supervisors haying, at the last meet- 


ing, adopted an ordinance offered by Mr.. 


Edminston making provisions ‘very similar 
to those recommended at the Sacramento
